Yamit evacuation promised 
by EIhrlich for next March 


BEERSHEBA (Itim). — The Yamit area wilt be evacuated of all residents 
by the end of next March, Deputy Premier and Agriculture Minister Simha 
Ehrlich said yesterday, adding that notices of the dates of evacuation would 
be sent to alt families in the region by the end of this month. 

Ehrlich, who chairs the ministerial committee dealing with compensation 
for the area's residents, agreed on the details earlier this week in consulta- 
tions with Premier Menachem Begin. 

Ehrlich, who was touring the Tel Malhata site of a projected new airbase, 
insisted that when Israel hands the area back to Egypt next April not a 
single Israeli will be in the region. 

The minister categorized recent settlement attempts by members of the 
Movement to Halt the Withdrawal from Sinai as "mere worthless show." 
He added, "It's a pity that adult people should behave in such an adolescent 
manner." 

But, lie said, any Israeli was entitled to come and live in the region until 
the evacuation. The residents of the area had so far broken no law. Ehrlich 
claimed, and there ivas thus no reason to take any action t^'nsi them. 

Erlich said the government possessed all the means necessary for 
removing Israelis from the Yamit area, arid that Isrrael would honour the 
Wins pf OK jSteMte treaty with in every last detail.

Begin, Peres squash 
talk of new elections 


Post PoUdeal Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin denied 
emphatically yesterday that he has 
any intention of calling early elec- 
tions. At the same time. Labour 
chainoan Shimon Peres put a lid on 
talk of a realignment of forces in the 
Knesset in hopes of forming a 
Labour-led government 

Both statements followed several 
days of speculation that Begin 
might be interested in an early vote, 
presumably to increase the Likud's 
strength in the House. At the same 
time there were warnings from the 
religious parties, which are wary of 
early elections, that to avoid them 
they might switch allegiance and 
team up with Labour. 

Begin'a press aide. Uri Porat, 
yesterday issued a statement saying 
that all talk of early elections "U 
groundless -and pure speculation. 
This government is strong and 
stable enough to serve out its full 
term for four more years. Us 
stamina was proved in the last vote 
of confidence in the Knesset." 

Begin added that he sees four 
main objectives ahead of his 


government — "preventing the 
redtvkton of Eretz Yisrael, settling 
the land, continuing with Project 
Renewai and healing the economy." 

However. Begin stressed that un- 
der no. circumnances would he be 
willing to head a minority govern- 
ment, and that in the event that his 
coalition loses its majority, he 
would seek early elections. He said 
his enquiries of the justice minister 
about the legal ramifications of 
moving up the election date "were 
purely theoretical. Elections now 
are ^perfluous and would be ex- 
tremely costly for the nation.*' 

The talk of early elections started 
with a threat to that effect by Begin 
in his letter to the Aguda MKs 
about thdr failure to support the 
Golan Law. Begin promised Aguda 
leaders yesterday that he is willing 
to listen to all ^ their views, and 
agreed to meet them on Monday. 

Nevertheless, sources in Begin's 
o^e told The Jerusalem Fast last 
night that "Begin is not willing to 
put up with threats from coalition 
partners about walking out. He 
sought to make it clear to them that 
the Likud can use the same threats

KGB re^rtedly infiltrated 
congressional probe unit 


WASHINGTON (UPl). — The 
KGB, the Soviet inietligence 
agency, mantled to innitrate the 
General Accounting Office, the in- 
vestigative arm of Congress, in a 
scheme that provided access to sen- 
sitive defence secrets, it was 
reported yesterday. 

Columnist Jack Anderson, in a 
report on ABC's Good iionting 
America^ said that the Soviet spy 
operation was uncovered in 1979 
and was the subject of a top-secret, 
76-ps^ report submitted to high 
GAO officials. 

However, he said one KGB 
agent, whom he identified as 
.Vladimar Kvasov, continued to 
smuggle secrets out of the GAO — 
vi4iich has broad authority to ex- 
amine even the government's most 



sensitive operations — until May 
1980. 

GAO spokeswoman Laura 
Kepehon crafinned is general terms 
that an investigation along the lines 
of the one described by Anderson 
taken place. "As Anderson 
said, it was looked into in '79," she 
said. ■ 

After initially refusing to discuss 
the report because it is "a security 
matter," dte said it was her under- 
standing a report on the investiga- 
tion does exist "But I believe as he 
(Anderson) said, h's top secret." 

Anderson said the KGB had at 
least three "moles" — employees 
recruited to turn over secret infor- 
mation — within the GAO. 

Anderson said the moles learned 
special control numbers to sensitive 
reports ibal two KGB agents then 
were able to obtain through the 
GAO records centre. He identified 
the agents as: Kvasov, a former as- 
ristam naval attache at the Soviet 
Embassy in Washington, who 
' "abruptly returned to Russia in 
August 1980," and Angel An^lov, 
who U stUl serving as an assistant 
military attache at the Bulgarian 
Embassy. 

The 1979 report was suppressed 
the GAO, Anderson said, to 
av<Md the “embarrassment" that 
would result from acknowledging 
such a breach of security.

VIENNA. — Warsaw Radio 
reported that more than 1,000 
coal miners abandoned a 10-ton 
cache of explosives yesterday, 
peacefully ending their un- 
derground sit-in strike in 
southern Poland. It marked the 
failure of yet another protest 
agsunst the martial law regime, 
on the eve of a Christmas that 
was anything but merry. 

Martial law rules including the 
overnight curfew were relaxed tem- 
pwarily to allow the devoutly 
Catholic nation to celebrate the 
holiday in the traditional religious 
fashion, at midnight mass. 

The country's Roman Catholic 
primate Archbishop Jozef Gkmp, 
said in a message to all churches 
that the end of military rule was 
"the only and essentia) wish" for his 
people, who face a new year "of 
want, of shortages, of sacrifice and 
mortification."

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Mian trio arrested in 
kidnap of U.S. general 


MILAN (UPI). — Police yesterday 
announced the arrest here of three 
Red Brigades .terrorists in a move 
that could be a breakthrough in the 
hunt for kidnapped American Nato 
Gen. James Dozier. 

Police said oie of those arrested, 
former schoolmistress Pasqua 
Aurora Betti, 34. was believed to 
have taken over command of the 
Red Brigades in the Mian area 
recently. 

The Milan section of the Red 
Brigades was linked with the Dec. 
17 kidnapping of Dozier in the 
northern dty of Verona. 

Betti was known to police as the 
giri friend of Vittorio Alfieri, a Red 
Brigades leader who was arrested in 
October and accused of being the 
mastermind of the kidnapping last 
summer of Renzo Sandrucci, 53, an 
executive of the Alfa Romeo 
automobile ilrm. 

The Red Brigades released 
Sandrucci on July 23 after holding 
him for 51 days. The terrorists sub- 


mitted Sandrucci to a 'trial” during 
which he was coerced into criticiz- 
ing lay-offs in the crisis-hit 
automobile industry. 

The Red Brigades announced in a 
communique last Saturday they 
planned to subject Dozier to a 
similar "trial” during which police 
believed the terrorists would try to 
extract information helpful to their 
new anti-Naio campaign. 

Ofndals suggested that foreign 
elements might have helped carry 
out Dozier's abduction. They did 
not elaborate, but police were 
known to be investigating the pos- 
sibility of involvement by the West 
German Baader-Meinhoff gang. 

West German Interior Minister 
Gerhardt Baum told Italian televi. 
sion Wednesday that two officers 
from the national police went to Ita- 
ly last week. 

Italian television also reported 
this week that Israeli intelligence 
agents had lent assistance to the 
Italians in the ' kidnapping case.

Venezuela’s Caldera hopes 
for closer Israeli ties

Dr. Rafael Caldera, president of 
the Inter-Parliamentary Union and 
a former president of Venezuela, 
said he hopes cooperation — es- 
pecially in scientific fields — 
between Israel and his country will 
"continue and even increase." 

Caldera spoke at a press con- 
ference at Jerusalem's l^g David 
Hotel yesterday near the end of his 
vbit to Israel, which began on Mon- 
day at the invitation of Israeli 
members of the IPU. 

Obviously concerned about the 
sensibilities of member parliaments 
(the PLO was given observer status 
in the IPU before Caldera was made 
its president). Caldera diplomatical- 
ly sidestepp^ questions about the 
future of Jerusalem and the role of 
the PLO, calling them “difficult, 
delicate” questions. 

The 67-year-old professor of 
sociology and labour law from 
Caracas noted that Venezuela has 
good relations with Israel, and close 
ties with' the Arab countries. As a 
member of OPEC, Venezuela has 
common economic interests with 
Arab oil nations, but. Caldera ad- 
ded, it doesn’t always go along with 
the organization on political mat- 
ters. “We didn't abide by (be aiJ em- 
bargo of 1973,” he noted. 

The picture is further com- 
plicated by a large number of 
Venezueltms ■ of Arab, especially- 
’. Lebanese, 'origiTi.'' who *are< active in 


party politics. But the Venezuelan 
leader said that Venezuelan Jews 
and Arabs live in harmony. 

Noting that he had Cold Foreigir 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir that the 
Golan Law was “not useful,*' 
Caldera told reporters that it was 
not his job to judge. 

The IPU u$^ to have only parlia- 
ments proper as members, but “a 
few years the Supreme Soviet 
of the Soviet Union was admitted. 
ARer that, many different fonns of 
parliaments became members," he 
explained. The IPU tries to reach a 
consensus on issues, but, at the last 
meeting in Havana, a number of 
members criticized the Cuban 
government, and the state- 
controlled media there omitted that 
news from their reports. 

Caldera was awarded an 
honorary doctorate by the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem this week. 
At the ceremony, he said that he 
wanted his country to cooperate 
with Israel — and specifically the 
Hebrew University — on scieniiric 
projects.

Mubarak frees 
Sadat detainees 


CAIRO (UPI). — President Hosni 
Mubarak has ordered the release of 
another group of detainees held 
since September on orders of his 
slain predecessor. Anwar Sadat, a 
government leader said yesterday. 

First Deputy Premier Fuad 
Mohieddin told parliament the 
detainees will be freed tomorrow. 
He did not disclose their number or 
names. "Those who will be freed 
represent no threat to national 
security," Mohieddin said. 
“Anyone held as a security risk will 
remain in detention." 

This will be the third group to be 
released by Mubarak out of nearly 
1,600 people arrested in early Sep- 
tember. as part of a nationwide 
crackdown by Sadat on religious ex- 
tremists and political opponents. 

Sadat was assassinated by 
Moslem extremists during a military 
parade in Cairo October 6. 

Last month Mubarak, who took 
office October L4, freed 31 political 
figures.

— Dr. Marek 
Edelman. one of the last surviving

Shemtov blasts Labour for 
'maJdng eyes at Begin’

*rEL AVIV. — Mapam secretary- 
general ^ctor Shemtov yesterday 
strongly criticized his party's Align- 
ment partner. Labour, charging that 
“no fighting opposition exists in this 
Knesset at all. Labour lacks the 
patience to serve as an opposition 
and is constantly 'making eyes' at 

Shemtov delivered his barbs -at 
Labour during a meeting of the 
Mapam central bureau yesterday. 
He noted that in the Golan Law 
vote, his party had “freedom to vote 
according to our independent stand, 
but we agreed to the proposal of 
boycotting the proceedings in order 
to enable Labour to save face, given 
the internal divisions withig it. But 
instead. Labour treated us to the 
most shameful half-hour yet in this 
Knesset and there haven'^ been 
many fine hours. Never have so| 
many among us bad so many grave 
doubts about whether the Align- 
ment can at all carry on func- 
tioning,” Shemtov said. 

He said Mapam keeps warning 
Labour against “contempteting enter- 
ing into a government of national 


unity with' the Likud. So far- things 
are under control, but we are not! 
sure for how long. Labour has clear- 
ly beenshbwn to.bea party tfai^'faas 
no jMtience with seriing .as' an'op- 
position ' and hence it const^tly 
signals in Bain’s direction^” Shem- 
tov charged. 

Sheimov went on to demand that 
lt;he Alignment make decisioris, 
even if they are complicated:and 
painful, oo a- host of problematic 
subjects before these crop up in tjie 
Knesset. If Labour continue, to 
avoid decision, as it did- on. .the 
Golan, it mil lose the faith of many 
voters.” . 

Labour chairman Shimon Peres 
told his party political bureau 
yesterday, that “Begin and Sharon's 
policy is gear^ to haring this state' 
operate like a 'crazy state,' but they:

She also submitted the opinion of a 
psychologist, who determined that Sorski is 
emotionally disturbed and that the chitd's 
precarious emotional slate was caused by his 
father's behaviour. The psychologist recommen- 
ded that the boy be turned over to his mother's 
custody. 

The father's attorney. Dov Yisraeli. a.sked the 
court lo reject the mother's request for custody 
because the issue had already been decided, in 
accordance with the couple's mutual agreement, 
by the religious court. Any change in the original 
arrangement should be decided by the same body 
which handled Ac original case. Yisraeli said. 

Representatives of the two sides met yesterday 
in the judge's chamber to set a date for the child 
to meet with a psychologist from a mental health 
clinic, to determine what is best for the child’s 
welfare. The judge ruled that the boy would stay 
with his mother until after the psychologist ren- 
dered an opinion, and Aat, from now on, all 
material relating to the case would be classified 
as secret. .

Municipal protest 
in Hebron, Nablus

The municipalities of Hebron and 
Nablus were shut yesierday to 
protest the Hebron mUiiary govem- 
ment's seizure of Beit Romano, a 
large building near the town's 
market which until two months ago' 
served as a ^Is school. 

The building, which originally 
belonged to the well-known 
Romano family of Hebron Jews, 
was seized by the army following 
the stabbing at ayeshiva student by 
local Arab youths. The munie- 
palicies now fear that the building 
wiU be transferred to Jewish set- 
tlers, who have already established 
themselves in several buildings m 
the old Jewish quarter. 

A notice published by the 
municipalities also protested the ap- 
pdotment of a civilian governor in 
Hebron and the Knesset’s action in 
passing the Golan Law. A call for a 
general strike was thwarted ^ the 
high visibility of troops In the town 
ceiftres, but some other public in- 
stitutions in Nablus were also shut. 

Meanwhile, it was announced 
yesterday that a new re^onal coun- 
cil is to be set up to serve nine 
JewiA settlements in Ae areasouA 
of Hebron. Three of Ae settlements 
— Carmel, Yattir and Ziv — have 
already been established, and 
another six are in various stages of 
planning and construction.

Has Haifa cancelled 
its own song festival?

H.MFA. — Local cinema owners claimed yesterday that the stem warning ■ 
issued earlier this week by the municipality a^inst opening cinemas on Ae , 
Sabbath seems to indicate that Ae city is condemning Its own city- • 
sponsored Children's Hanukka Song Festival, which is slated for tomorrow 
morning. 

Mayor Arye Gurel sent registered letters to all Haifa cinema owners on 
Wednesday stressing that all cinemas must remain closed during "the day of • 
rest" for the public's safety. The letter was in response to the movie- bouse 
operators' announcement last week that they would show films on Friday ' 
night as a means of protesting what they say is Ae city's refusal to lower en- • 
tertainmeni taxes on cinema tickets. 

Avi Farbstein, chairman of the. Movie Theatre Owners Association, said , 
yesterday that Gurel's letter "obviously includes"' the Sabbath banning of 
stage shows at cinemas, such as the song festival. This, he said, was a "bla- > 
tant violation of the status quo" on religious-secular matters, since stage 
shows have until now been permitted on Saturdays. He said that the ban ^ 
would also mean great inconvenience and financial losses, since thousands . 
of tickets have been sold for the song festival. 

An official in the municipality told The Jerusalem Post that the ban in- • 
eluded only the screenings which the cinema owners have been threatening > 
to hold on Fridays. Should Aey try opening their houses tonight, municipal . 
inspector can summarily close Aem and suspend Aeir licenMS, the ' 
sources said, because that letter functions as Ae "letter of warning" re- 
quired by law before such steps. 

The cinema operators maintatn that Haifa’s entertainment taxes are . 
higher than those in Tcl Aviv or Jerusalem, and that this has led to a severe ■ 
drop in cinema attendance in Ae Bayside city.

2nd Polish envoy defects to U.S. 


TOKYO. — Protesting ihe miliiary 
rule in his homeiand, Polish Ambas- 
sador Zdzidslaw Rurarz defected 
and left Tokyo for political ^ylum 
in the U.S. on Christmas Eve. 

Rurarz, accompanied by his wife 
Janina and 23-year-old daughter. 
Eva. left aboard a Northwest Orient 
Airlines jetliner for Seattle and New 
York. 

Rurarz is the second ambassador 
to seek political asylum in the U.S. 
since martial* law was proclaimed in 
Poland. Polish Ambassador in 
Washington Romuald Spasowskf 


was the first Sunday. 

Japanese Foreign Ministry of- 
ficials said Rurarz and his family 
came to the U.S. embassy in Tokyo 
on Wednesday afternoon and ex- 
pressed a desire to seek political 
asylum in the U.S. 

The envoy was quoted as saying, 
“Poland has been in a slate of war 
since the martial law was declared 
Dec. 13. The present situation runs 
counter to the interests of the Polish 
people and only serves Soviet 
imperialism. I can no longer repre- 
sent the present regime which 


denies the fundaraeniat>rights of the 
Polish people.'’ 

H e was quoted as telling Js^an esc 
ofTi'cials, “There is freedom in the 
United States, and I will car^ on 
the struggle against t):e military 
regime in Poland." 

Japan does not gram, political 
.asylum, but helps arrange for pas- 
sage to third countries. 

U.S. ofricials here refused to 
acknowledge the defection until 
after the aircraft ca^ng Rurarz 
and his family was airborne. (UPI, 
AP) 


Tons of EEC food aid sent to Poland 


LONDON (AP). — The 10-naiion 
European Common Market has dis- 
patched ions of food to Poland at 
bargain prices and is prepared to 
send more, if assurance is received 
that the aid will reach ordinary peo- 
ple and not Polish troops. 

Diplomatic sources say there is 
little prospect that the Common 
Market countries will join the U.S. 
in trade sanctions against Poland, 
announced by President Ronald 
Reagan Wednesday night, although 
the Europeans have protested the 
arrests and “grave violation" of 
human and civil rights taking place 
under martial law. 

The Common Market rrations 


probably will agree, however, to 
restrict high-technology exports to 
Poland as Reagan desires. 

During 1981, the Common 
Market shipped Poland 663,000 
tons of cereals, 53,000 tons of sugar. 
77,000 tons of meat. 32,000 tons of 
butter and 600 tons of olive oil. The 
total cost to Poland was $102.7 mil- 
lion. 

As a special Christmas gift, the 
Common Market also decided to 
ship 8,000 tons of frozen beef to 
Poland costing S10.7 million, but 
that shipment has been held up for 
lack of guarantees that it will reach 
the population, a Common Market 
spokesman said. 


Most of the food aid to Poland 
comes from surplus Common 
Market stocks and has been sold to 
the Poles at 15 per cent below world 
market prices. 

Lat^Tcnce Eagleburger, U.S. as* 
sisiani secretary of state for Euro- 
pean affairs, was in- Europe this 
week consulting America’s ^iies on 
how to react to the Polish crisis.

Reagan’s tough TV talk on Poland: 

Fiery rhetoric and lighted candles 


WASHINGTON (AP). — President Ronald Reagan left 
himself little room to escalate his rhetoric when he war- 
ned Polish and Soviet leaders who cracked down on the 
Polish people that “their crime will cost them dearly." 

But he reserved a lot of maneuvering room in the 
urea of specific steps of retribution. 

The problem is what he can do to modify Poland's 
course without escalating the East-West confrontation. 

During his Wednesday night address on nationwide 
television, Reagan made no mention of military action, 
nor has there been any public talk of such steps within 
the administration. Government olTicials have no in- 
terest in provoking a crisis with Moscow despite appeals 
for tough action by some congressional and labour 
leaders and some administration officials. 

Two years ago, then-president Jimmy Carter found 
himself in a similar position, with few practical options 
available when the Soviet Union sent troops into 
Afghanistan. He limited Soviet Pishing in U.S. territorial 
waters, cancelled grain shipments to the Soviet Union 
and blocked U.S. athletes from participating in the 1980 
Summer Olympic Games in Moscow. 

The steps announced Wednesday night by the presi- 
dent were limited: he halted renewal of the Export- 
Import Bank's line of export credit insurance to the 
Polish government, suspended Polish fishing off the 
U.S. coast, and said the U.S. flight privileges of Lot. the 
Polish airline, would be suspended. 

He also said he would ask U.S. allies to restrict high- 
technology exports to Poland. 

The credit insurance, used to support short-term 
loans w>:Polarut.lo'pay for imports, ■from-lhe U.S.,>os 
worth S25HnWionin 1980. a senior State Departmerit of- 


ficial said, adding that without it, private U.S. lending to 
finance Polish imports could stop. 

Suspending the airline operations in the U.S. would 
block about six flights between Warsaw and New York 
and some charter flights from Pofand to' Chicago. 

Those are not the sort of steps likely to bring Soviet 
and Polish leaders to end martial law in Poland. But 
they were accompanied by stem language: 

“If the forces of tyranny in Poland — and those who 
incite them from without — do not relent, they should 
prepare themselves for serious consequences." 

The president did not say what those consequences 
might be — and his aides would not amplify. 

It was the Soviet Union that Reagan said “deserves a 
major share of blame for the developments in Poland.” 

And so it was to the Soviet Union that the president 
also directed his remarks: “I want emphatically to state 
tonight that, if the outrages in Poland do not cease, we 
cannot and will not conduct ’business as usuarwith the 
perpetrators and those who aid and abet them." 

The Senior Slate department ofncial, who spoke to 
reporters with the understanding he would not be 
further identified, refused to specify what steps the ad- 
ministration might take against the Soviet Union. But 
he said there is only a “short" period of time available 
before concrete measures will be pursued. . 

Reagan said the Polish people are placing lighted 
candles in their windows Christmas Eve to demonstrate 
“their solidarity in the face of martial law" and asked 
Americans to do the same “us a personal statement of 
your commitment to the steps we are taking to support 
the brave people of Poland in their time of troubles."

THE HAGUE (AP). — Two 
western correspondents who left 
Warsaw on Wednesday said the 
Polish government has arrested 
30,0(X) people since martial law was 
declared, holding many of them in 
tent camps without food or water 
despite sub-freezing temperatures. 

Sue Masterman and Anton 
Doene also said in a joint dispatch 
telephoned from Zurich that 
resistance to the suppression of the 
Solidarity independent trade union 
remains strong despite the 
crackdown. 

The dispatch said that in addition 
to the uprising by miners in the 
Katowice area, 8,000 steelworkers 
are holding out at the huge Nova 
Huta steel works outside Krakow. 

Masterman writes for the Daly 
Express in London, and her hus- 
band, Koene. reports for the 
Netherlands Press Association 
(GPD) in The Hague. The Vienna- 
based couple had been in Pdand 
since the declaration of martial law 
and were put on a plane when 
their visas expired on Wednesday. 

The story provided no specific at- 
tribution, but said that tbe cor- 
respondents pieced together their 
account from talks with eyewitnes- 
ses in Warsaw. 

“What we know now confirms 
that around 30,0(X) people are being 
interned under the most inhuman 
conditions, that Gestapo methods 
are being used, and that a huge 
propaganda campaign has been 
launched ‘hgainst the independent 
union Solidarity," the report said. 

The story, sent to the E.'qiress and 
relayed from there to the GPD, said 
that -rebelliag miners in Katowice, 
“maddened by the assassination of 
some of their number, hacked off 
hands and feet of the paramilitary 
soldiers they could get hold of. and 
smashed others' knees with 
sledgehammers." 

“We know that there are still 
8,000 workers occupying part of the 
Nova Huta steel works threatening 
to blow up the blast furnaces. We 
know that those interned spent'long 
periods without food or water in 
temperatures around freezing point 
in an aircraft hangar near Gdansk, 
in tents on a military terrain near 
Warsaw, and possibly over the 
border in East Germany and 
Czechoslovakia. 

“We know that union leader 
Lech Walesa is in relatively good 
shape physically, but is either un- 
der extreme mental stress or pos- 
sibly drugged." they said. 

The journalists said 
is a country at war, but the enemy is 
now the enemy within, the so-called 
anti-socialist forces within 
Solidarity." 

They added that the Roman 
Catholic Church “is now the only 
voice left with which the average 
person can protest."

Turkish union leaders face 




ISTANBUL — Fifty-two of 
Turkey's left-wing trade union 
leaders went on trial for their lives 
yesterday and more than 70 lawyers 
representing them promptly walked 
out of the military court. 

The lawyers left the court in an 
Istanbul sports arena after the chief 
military judge. Col. Orhan Curban, 
said he would limit their number to 
52 — one for each defendant. 

The union members on trial are 
top officials of the Confederation of 
Revolutionary Trade Unions (£) is/;), 
which was Turkey’s most powerful 
labour pressure group until its ac- 
tivities were banned after the 
militaiy takeover 15 months ago. 

The military prosecutor,, who has 
already said he would demand the 
death penalty for all the defendants; 
has accused the union leaders of: 


trying to set up a communist state 
through revolution. The 52 have 


been in military detention'^ since 
martial, law was imposed in 
November 1980. 

The defence lawyers . had ire^.

Mullah reportedly killed 


by Kurdish rebels in raid 


BEIRUT (AP). — Iranian media 
yesterday reported that a clergyman 
from western Azerbaijan province 
was assassinated on Tu^ay by 
autonomy-seeking Kurdish rebels. 

The media said Mullah Ahmad 
Zolfaqari, the prayer leader of the 
Kurdish town of Bukan, was 
murdered by "counter- 
revolutionaries" on Tuesday when 
his house was raided. The reports 
said that Zolfaqari's wife was 
wounded in the attack. 


In London yesterday, the Foreign 
Office said that three British 
businessmen are spending the 
Christinas holiday in Teheran jail, 
some 1 1 months after the release of 
the 52 U.S. hostages held captive in 
Iran for 444 days. 


The Kurds, who occupy most of 
Iran's norlhewestern provinces, 
have been waging a g'uerrilla war 
against forces loyal to Ayatollah 
Khomeini since the 1979 Islamic 
Revolution.

Many 
years later, the memory c^her death 
was to pl^ a part in hU fm^ deci- 
sion to become a doctor. 

The son of a Bund representative 
oil the Warsaw city- council, he 
himself was a member erf* a Bundist. 
youth movement. Since 1 belonged 
to Hashomer Hatzair we had very 
little in common. 

But I admire and respect 
Edelman because he bad the 
courage of his convictions, and 
because no one, anywhere in the 
world, could have been subjected to 
a worse ordeal than he was submit- 
ted to. 

For almost a year, he served as 
the sanitary assistant in Warsaw's 
Gehenna — the Umschlagplalz at 
l^ka Street, where the ghetto Jews . 
were assembled for their journey to 
the extermination camps. The Nazi 
occupiers took great care to 
preserve the fiction that they were 
being resettled in work camps, and 
they accordingly stationed a medic 
in a guard post at the entrance to 
Umschlagplatz. His duty was to 
report cases of extreme illness and 
return the people in question to the 
ghetto in an ambulance provided 
for the purpose. 

When the underground begw us- 
ing his services to help save impor- 
tant fighters fron deportaiion, he 
had to resort to iictiUous illnesses. 
In some cases there was no alter- 
native to breaking the leg of one of 
these unfortunates. A hospital 
nune would take a hammer, put 
the leg on a stool, and break it. 

Once, Edelman saw a young

return again and again to the study 
of the Tcara. 

That barrenness of the fig tree 
was by no means characteristic of 
the Hg in Biblical and Talmudic 
times. On the contrary; in the Haf- 
tarah of this Sabbath the prophet 
foretells the time when each “will 
sit under his Qg tree and under his 
line." and the reference is not to 
their shade — the vine gives no 
shade — but to the continued enjoy- 
ment of its fruit. 

To such an extent was the fertility 
of the fig characteristic of the 
Talmudic period that the Talmud 


Jewish girl being raped by eight 
Ukrainians in succession. Asked in 
later years why he had dope nothing 
to stop it, he replied: "There was 
nothing T could do without being 
killed. 1 had more important things 
to think about." ^ 

What he meant was that, as a 
witness not only to rape, but to the 
murders and tortures perpetrated 
by Germans, Poles. Latvians. Esto- 
nians and Lithuanians, he had to re- 
main impervious to the horrors he 
saw, for he was the only one who 
could perhaps save a life needed to 
save other lives, or help to organize 
the last stand. 

Day after day. armed with a 
special pass, he had to go to the 
health dTiee outside the ghetto wall 
with the results of medical checks.' 
This enabled him to play a major 
role in the formation of the 
Zydowska Organizaeja Begowa. the 
Jewish Fighting Organization 
known as the ZOB in which the 
Bund and the Zionists finally joined 
forces to carry on the struggle 
together. 

ON APRIL 19, 1943, at four in the 
morning, the men under Edelman's 
command repelled the first German 
assault. Early in the afternoon, 
three Wehrmacht officers cartying 
vdiite flags approached his position. 
They were obviously prepared to 
negotiate. Edelman gave the order 
to open fire. 

The official report of Maj.-Gen. 
Stroop, who was in diarge of the 
destruction of the Warsaw Ghetto, 
deplores this: it is one of the 
internationally-recognized rules of 
warfue that men bearing white 
flags are not to be fired at. When he 
was asked after the war vriiy he had 
disregarded the rule Edelman 
replied: ’T saw the same German of- 
hcers as those who had sent 300,000 
Jews to TrebUnka. The fact that 
they carried white flags meant 
nothing." 

On May 8, in a bunker at MDa 18. 
Mordechai Anielewicz committed 
suicide, having first killed his girl- 
friend Mira. Another leader of the 
uprising, Jurek Wilner, shouted, 
"Let us all die together." Lutek 
Rotblat killed his mother and sister, 
and then about 80 fighters commit- 
ted suicide. Edelman found the 
bodies in the bunker — and went on 
flghting. 

In her biogr^hy of Edelman, 
Zdasyc Przed Panem Bogiem ("Get- 
ting-There Ahead of Qod"\ Hanna 
Krall records him as speaking of a

girl called Ruth who shot herself 
seven times before she died. "She 
was a nice prl," he commented, 
"but she wasted six precious bul- 
lets.” 

He did not commit suicide 
because he did ngt believe in s>'Tn* 
bols. Suicide was too s>mbolic for 
his taste. 

After the ghetto had been burned 
to the ground, he escaped through 
the sewers to fight again with the 
Polish underground and in the up- 
rising in Warsaw in 19-W. 

EDELMAN was turned into a hero, 
but he has always refused to play a 
hero’s role. He has often been 
criticized for his assertion that 
"while all over the world everyone 
fights, only a fighter is considered a 
hero. So we too fought, or a least 
tried to show that we are able to 
fight as well as others, or even bet- 
ter. But fighting is not the true mark 
of a hero." 

And while he believes that many 
of the 400,000 Jews he watched go- 


ing quietly to their death were just 
as great heroes as those who fought 
the Nazis with arms, he has always 
refused to play up the emotionsJ 
details of the ^etto struggle as so 
many historians have done, often 
for political reasons. 

That Marek Edelman is 
now known throughout Poland as a 
heart surgeon whose innovative 
techniques have saved numerous 
lives is largely due to his wife, Ala. 
whom he met in a bunker. In those- 
days she might have been somewhat 
naive in believing that she would be 
quite safe crossing a minefield 
because she had removed her shoes; 
but it was her fortitude that restored 
Edelman to mental health. And it 
was she who saw him through two 
agonizing years (rf* study before he 
finally realized that medicine was 
his true vocation. 

Hanna Krall chose the title of her 
biography because for her, Edelman 
is a physician who fights both death 
and heaven to ensure his patients a 
longer Hfe. To him, she says, each 


patient saved seems like a whole 
world saved. 

PRIME MINISTER WojciechJani- 
zel^i is apparently purging the 
broadcasting and information ser- 
vices of their few Jewish staffers — 
people who had very little contact 
with Judaism and passed under non- 
Jewish names, bringing up their 
children as patriotic Poles and good 
Christians or Communists. They 
were even careful — and as it turns 
out, rightly so — to avoid any con- 
tacts with the outside world, es- 
pecially the Jewish world. But they 
were certainly registered as pawns 
in a future power game, and kept 
under constant observation. , . 

Once again, the Polish radio is 
breathing life into the old anti- 
Semitic bogeymen, copying the cur- 
rent Soviet propaganda based on 
the Nazi Der Sturmer. The Jews are 
responsible for the black market, 
for hoarding, and now for having in- 
filtrated and perverted Solidarity in 
order to weaken the Polish 
econdmy. The radio blares away 


about the "chauvinist Jewish Inter- 
national" that is threatening the aa- 
tion. 

Poland’s few remaining Jewish 
intellectuals were naturally at- 
tracted to Solidarity, and their 
children, the academics of the new 
generation, perceived in the move- 
ment a hope of freedom. But to 
blame this insignificant handful for 
Pedand's current troubles is to play 
on the country's persisting anti- 
Semitic tradition. It is an mtempt to 
exploit the basest instincts of an un- 
happy and persecuted people.^ 

In the same vein, prominent 
Solidarity leaders, such as the 
historian Bronislav Geremek and 
Adam Micbnik, are accused of 
"Zionist sympathies.” 

This time, however, the govern- 
ment’s game is too obvious for the 
slei^t of hand to succeed. If any 
evidence was needed to show that it 
won’t work, it was provided by a re- 
cent Solidarity cartoon, which said 
bluntly, "You can’t put the Uame 
on the Jews. They’ve already gone."

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TO UNDERSTAND developmetlts 
leading up to the passage of the 
Golan Heights Law, and its ultimate 
repercussions, it is advisable to con- 
sult psychologists rather than' 
political scientists. The prime 
minister’s instigation of the act, the 
herd-like acquiescence of the 
cabinet in steps to which many of its 
members are inherently opposed, 
the American reaction and the 
Israeli counter-reaction could keep 
researchers busy for years. 

In the Hnal analysis, the conduct 
of mtemational avails is largely a 
function of personal human 
relationships. One talks of the U.S. 
or die Soviet Union as vast entities, 
but much of their action boils down 
to personal relations among a 
relatively small number of people 
who set the tone and decide on 
policy. 

What we are facing now is the 
most Krious crisis of confidence in 
U.S.-Israel relations since the es- 
tablishment of the State of Israel. 
The U.S. has dealt in the past with 
recalcitrant — and even disloyal -r 
allies: the government of South 
Vietnam; France when it withdrew 
from the military alliance in NATO; 
Greece, whose new government 
recently called for the gradual and 
ultimate withdrawal of U.S. forces 
from bases there. Even the U.S. 
reaction to the Turkish invasion of 
Cyprus was muted, compared to 
what has occurred in recent days. 

But in .each of the eariier cases, 
the developments, were expected, 
and American leaders were 
presumably able to mould their 


reactions accordingly. In the case ol 
fhe Golan Heights Law, the U.S. 
was taken completely by surprise. 
Indeed, in this respect, it had the 
very good company of the Israeli 
Cabinet and the Knesset. 

This element of surprise was com- 
pounded by the fact that passage of 
the Law followed the signing of a 
strategic understanding which, if we 
judge by the statements of the prime 
minister and the defence minister in 
the Knesset, was ushering in a 
golden age of friendship and col- 
laboration between Israel and the 
U.S. •

TO EXACERBATE the problem, 
there was one of Prime Minister 
Begin’s major miscalculations ~ as- 
suming that the U.S. would be so 
preoccupied by developments in 
Poland as to be unable to react ef- 
fectively to the Golan Law. Nothing 
could illustrate the lack of under- 
standing of the American political 
scene- more than this ridiculous as- 
sumption; in fact, the contrary was 
true. 


The strategic understanding was 
derigned to strengthen the Western 
alliance in the face of Soviet ambi- 
tions. Poland was and is a country 
threatened by Soviet invasion and 
struggling for its independence. The 
U.S. is directly involved in an effort 
to deter Soviet moves. Suddenly, 
without warning, before the ink on 
the strategic understanding was dry, 
Israel took action which embarras- 
sed the U.S. at a critical juncture 
and which, in the eyes of some, was 
calculated to divert attention from 


the Soviet action. The rights or 
wTongs of the issue were not really 
important any more. What became 
important was the Americans' feel- 
ing that they had been let dow*n at a 
cruejal moment in East-West rela- 
tions. 

The Israeli move revealed an 
abysmal ignorance of the U.S. 
political map, and a failure to ap- 
preciate what motivated U.S. 
policy. The move was seen in 
Washington, rightly or wrongly, as 
affecting U.S. vital interests. 

In an act of monumental 
egocenlricrty, Mr. Begin absorbed 
the flood of information himself 
vrithout turning h into intelligence; 
above all, he failed to consult a 
national think tank which ' could 
predict the outcome of his decision. 

The government announced that 
it had t^en into account in advance 
all the probable reactions to passage 
of the Golan Law. Now the foreign 
minister freely admits that the 
government did not anticipate the 
reaction which in fact developed. 


Should the government not draw 
conclusions from such an error? 


THE LABCXIR Party caucus, on 
the other hand, staged a thorough 
debate in which a clear picture of 
the Law's probable effect emerged. 
Since no such discussion took place 
in the foreign ministry,* in the 
various bodies in which national es- . 
timates are developed or, most dis- 
graceful of ail, in die cabinet, the 
result was a national blunder whose 
price is as yet difficult to evaluate. 

The government has made two 
major errors of the sort that 
previous ^jvemments have always 
managed to avoid. It was a basic 
principle with the late David Ben- 
Gurion to cr<»s DO r's and dot no i's. 
The unceitaioty and instability. 
which characterizes the Middle 
East motivated a policy which 
tended toward maximum flexibility. 

Thus Ben-Gurion strohgly op- 
posed any reference to the borders 
of the State of Israel in the Declara- 
tion of Independence. He had a ma- 


BEFORE THE existence of a 
Jerusalem Law, international 
recognition of the city as Isrul's 
capital grew steadily. Over 20 em- 
bassies were in Jerusalem at the 
height of good relations with Africa. 
The only tangible result of passing 
the Jerusalem Law was the removal 
of 13 embassies from Jerusalem. No 
positive result is ^dent. 

For 14 years, Jewish settlement in 
the Golan Heights proceeded apace 
without any serious international 
challenge. Now Israel's activities 
there are the centre of hostile atten- 
tion. So much for the current 
government's obsession with cross- 
ing t's and dotting fs, which surely 
in itself must be a worthy subject for 
psychological analysts. 

It has always been Israeli policy 
to avoid any move that could 
develop a community of interest 
between the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union. No power in the world can 
resist for long a policy of consensus 
adopted by these two great powers. 
Only because the superpowers were 
at odds was it possible to translate

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THE U.S. IS regarded in Israel as 
our most loyal friend. And if true 
friendship means aid in time of 
crisis, the U.S. has proven itself on 
several occasions. Granted that the 
relationship in this case is between a 
super-power and one of the smallest 
states in the world. One may still say 
that Israel is a loyal friend of the 
U.S. and perhaps among hs closest. 

Whom can the U.S. rely on when 
the chips are down? The Wertern 
European states in its milhary al-. 
liance are net consistent in their 
support, and it is> far from clear 
which of them would stand by the 
U.S. even during a military crisis. 
Israel, however, can be counted on 
at such a time. 

The friendship between Israel 
and the U.S. is grounded in oom-^ 
mon values and the shared political 
interests which derive from them. 

But in today's complex world 
shared interests do not guarantee 
that a common approach to further- 
ing them will be found. Indeed, dis- 
agreements over the policies 
needed to protect the joint interests 
of the two countries have been in- 
creasing lately. 

Sin-ce both nations -are 
democracies, the procedures for 
dealing with these disagreements 
are relatively simple and routine -- 
even if somey^hat trying. What is 


not agreed upon in talks between 
officii representatives of the two 
countries becomes a topic of discus- 
sion in the channels of mass com- 
munication within and between 
America and Israel. U.S. officials 
try to persuade Israeli represen- 
tatives and at the same time talk 
over their heads directly to the 
Israeli public. Israeli represen- 
tatives behave no differently. 


Facing hard facts 


How can we trust the American commitments 
regarding Sinai security if they break promises 
after passage of the Golan Law, asks MOSHE 
ARENS. 


THIS PROCESS was recently 9- 
lustrated in the controversy over the 
sale of the AWACS radar planes 
and enhancement equipment for F- 
15 fighters to Saudi Arabia. The dis- 
cussions between Israel and the 
U.S. went on both at the official 
level and through the mass media. 
This process can sometimes bring 
about a consensus or at least reduce 
the scope of disagreement. With the 
AWA^ controversy, though, the 
gap between the two sides was not 
bridged, and the two governments 
went their separate ways, agreeing 
only that they had failed to agree. 

It was assumed that beyond these 
attempts at mutual persuasion, 
there was no place for pressure and 
arm-twisting. Resorting to such-tac- 
tics contradicts the notion of friend- 
ly ties between states, and since 
both states treasure their in- 
dependence, such methods are 


bound to backfire. 

America's declaration that it was 
going to punish Israel for passing 
the Golan Law was a gross violation 
of these rules of the game. Equally 
serious was the American retreat 
from previous commitments and its 
violation of signed agreements. 

Those in the Reagan administra- 
tion who advocated punishing Israel 
probably based this course of action 
on the friendly ties prevailing 
between the two countries, assum- 
ing that Israel is in any case closely 
linked to the West and would not be 
able to counter the U.S. action. 

On the other hand, as some in 
Washington might argue, the same 
assumptions don't hold for Egypt or 
Saudi Arabia, which might go over 
to the Soviet camp unless the U.S. 
attracts them to iu side. 


PRESSURE tactics, even if not 
the most honourable approach, ap- 


pear to be effective, at least on the 
surface. But their c^ectiveness will 
prove illusory because Israel cannot 
allow Itself be cowed. 

It's not hard to predict the likely 
results of Israeli acquiescence to the 
new rules of the game Washington 
is trying to impose. In its attempt to 
woo the Saudi princes, the US. has 
apparently adopted the Saudi ap- 
proach teward the problems of the 
Middle East — without beipg aware 
that the Saudis do not have, and 
cannot have, a policy of their own. 
What is regarded as Saudi policy is 
actually their submission to the 
.threats voiced by the most extreme 
camp in the Ar^ world: the PLO, 
Syria and Ubya. 

By ^ojxing what it thinks is 
Saudi policy, the perhaps 

without even realizing U, will aaual- 
!y be advancing the interests of the 
Arab extrennsts by putting pressure 
on Israel. For example, when Israel 
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completes the withdrawal from 
Sinai, the U.S. might try to effect 
similar withdrawals from Judea, 
Samaria, Gaza and the Golan, by 
threatening to retract its previous 
commitments to Israel. 

This scenario provides cause for 
concern, especially since the 
withdrawal from Sinai is oniy 
'several months away. Israel's wil- 
lingness to go through with the 
withdrawal depends in large 
measure on the commitments the 
U.S. took upon itself in the 
framework of the Israel-Egypt 
treaty. Of special importance here is 
the American undertaking to gather 
information on the deployment of 
Egyptian forces In Sinai and to pass 
it on to Israel. Most of the intel- 
ligence data that Israel needs to 
prepare itself mUitarily In the event 


of an- E^tian violation . .of . ..the 
treaty is supposed to come from the 
Americans.. 


AN AMERICAN dedsioD tp block 
Israeli access to this data is liable to- 
pose a major thrda to: Israel's.- 
securi^. But, in accordance .with 
the new rules imposed by the. U.S., 
such a step is likefy to appev as ' an ^ 
effective means of arm-twisditg. ' 
Israel ' must therefore mr^e it 
clear to the 'U.S. that it' cannot a'c-- 
ceptihe jiew rules of the gaine, and 
that it is preferable for both ndes to 
restore U.S.-lsrael ties .to where 
they have stood in.the pmtlseyeral 
years.

TWELVE YEARS AGO then 
Foreign Minister Abba Eban said In 
Jerusalem; "We shall not yield to 
outside pressures, even if we are 
denied certain essential supplies. 
We can manage with our own 
resources, military and other, for a 
considerable lime.” 

Sanctions? With the Labour Party 
in power?. 

What could Eban and his col- 
leagues have done to provoke an in- 
nocent and benevolent world? 
There was indeed no immediate 
reason; but as a matter of public 
education, he was envisaging -a 
situation in which this country 
would reject international dictation 
to withdraw to lines that Israel's 
democratically elected government 
regarded as dangerous to the 
country's security. 

"Sanctions” were in fact to come 
to pass, in brutal and cruel fashion, 
four years later. Alter the lirsi days 
of the Egyptian-Syrian ag^ssion in 
1973, Israel was universally 
perceived to be tottering on the 
brink of national disaster. The 
friendly governments of Europe 
with one accord denied Israel even 
the minimal assistance of allowing 
U.S. planes carrying urgent supplies 
to land and refuel in their territory. 

For all they knew, the punish- 
ment they thus meted out to Israel 
might have been crucial. Portugal 
alone, committed by a treaty with 
the U.S.. responded to 
Washington's request to -accept 
those planes. 

When Israel had recovered from 
initial setbacks and was on the verge 
of a stunning victory, the U.S. 
joined hands with Egypt's Soviet 
patron and secretly agreed to 
coerce Israel into a posture of 
defeat. The Israel Government was 
threatened subsequently with the 
sanction of abandonment by the 
U.S. To top it all, after the war, U.S. 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
made it plain that he regarded the 
Arab aggression as' excusable.

THE FRIENDSHIP of the Euro- 
pean governments was thus 
demonstrated seven years before 
their Venice Declaration, whose 
ideas, if followed, would bring 
about Israel’s dissolution, and eight 
years before the Reagan Ad- 
ministration's sanctions against 
Israel. * 

In 1973, Israel was not governed 
by Begin and the Likud, but by the 
Labour Party, whose leaders know 
perfectly well that the bullying of 
Israel has been continuous ever 
since. It is rank, self-serving dis- 
honesty for them to encourage U.S. 
and European politicians to pretend 
in 1981 that inimical policies 
towards Israel ore somehow the 
fault of Menachem Begin personal- 
ly. 


IT IS AN inconiroveriible fact that 
Israel's prime minister is blessed 
with a style that makes him appear 
unbending even when he is enga^ in 


nister is a convenient excuse for 
. hostility -to his people. In the cur- 
rent onslaught on Begin over the 
Golan Law, its opponents pointedly 
ignore the fact that for years there 
has been an overwhelming, public 
demand for tbe annexation. Some 
75,000 citizens rigned a petition to 
this effect, and something like 
three-quarters of the ieg^ature. 
favour it. 

But the style of one prime- 
minister or another is utterly Ir- 
revelant to the central facts -with 
which Israel, and indeed the Jewish’ 
' people, are being confronted ity the. 
Western nations. The 'European at- 
titudes codified in the Venice 
Declaration of June 1980, and the 
evolving policy of the U.S., as it 
emerges unblushingly - in 
Washington's wor<b and deeds, are 
ril definable as a substantive ac- 
commodation to the Arab purpose. 

That purpose is being airiculated ' 
most clearly by Saudi Arabia. 
United States policy towards Isr^, 
no less than that of the European 
government is, in essence,, being., 
dictated by Saudi Ar^iia. *

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SURROGATE MOTHERHOOD, 
viWch would have been unthinkable 
a few years ago, is now a fact of life 
in the U.S. 

The principle of paying a woman 
to have a bal^ for someone else has 
been established, though not 
without provoking critical debate 
on both the moral and legal aspects. 

“There are about SO surrogate 
children in America today," says 
Los Angeles lawyer Wjlliam 
Handel, who has helped childess 
couples fmd women willing to give 
birth for money. 

But Handel recognizes the possi- 
ble psychological implications and 
has set up a foundation to study the 
impact that this new trend in 
parenthood could have on the cou- 
ples, the surrogate mothers and the 
children. 

“We don’t know what will hap- 
pen," he explains. “Will it be like a 
Vietnam War syndrome? Will peo- 
ple feel rotten for doing this?" 

Surrogate motherhood came to 
public attention last year when a 37- 
year-oid Illinois housewife, using 
the pseudonym Elizabeth Kane, 
told the worid all about having a 
b^y boy for a couple in Keoiucky. 

Kane, a happily married woman 
with three of her own children was 
pud between S8,000 and $10,000. 

Since then the price has nearly 
doubled in what some writers flip- 
pantly describe as the **rent-a- 
womb business.'* 

Kane insisted she did it out of 
love, not for the money; to please

the couple who could not have 
children because the wife had a 
blocked fallopian tube. She was ar- 
tificially inseminated with the hus- 
band’s sperm. 


WHILE KANE was the First public- 
ly known surrogate mother, lawyers 
connected with surrogate 
parenthood suggest there were 
several others befbre her, but that 
they hod chosen to keep quiet. 

The publicity surrounding the 
Kane case brought the attention of 
the authorities 8 $ well as the media. 

The State of Kentucky is now su- 
ing the Louisville clinic chat ar- 
ranged for Kane to have the baby 
and that drew up the contract in 
which she undertook to hand over 
the child for adoption soon after 
birth. 

Kentucky authorities contend 
that the baby-by-contract deal 
violates the state's law agunst baby- 
buying. Most states have similar 
laws, all designed to stamp out 
black-market peddling of il- 


legitimate, unwanted and aban- 
doned babies for adoption. 

Simply stated, the laws prohibit 
babies being bought for adoption. 

“it is detrimental to public 
policy," says Kentucky’s Assistant 
Attorney-General Joseph Johnson. 

*'If the mother were not being 
paid, she would not be having it. 
She is receiving a fee for having a 
baby." 

There can be other legal com- 
plications as well, as happened this 
year when a surrogate mother in 
California had the baby and then 
decided she wanted to keep it. 

The couple, who had arranged to 
pay her for the baby, sued for 
custody, but a California judge 
ruled that the natural mother could 
keep the infant. 


ATTORNEYS acknowledge that 
contracts drawn up with surrogate 
mothers are (hfllcult to enforce. 

However a Michigan legislator 
recently introduced a biU that 
would legalize payment to a sur- 


rogate mother. 

“It is the best way to go.** says 
Detroit attorney Noel Keane, *‘if 
you don’t want to wail years to 
adopt one." 

Keane became involved in sur- 
rogate parenthood five years ago 
when he helped a couple adopt a 
baby which a close family friend 
volunteered to have without pay- 
ment of a fee. 

According to Keane, many cou- 
ples had tried in vain to find 
volunteer mothers by advertising in 
newspapers. But since Keane put a 
price on it, few women are prepared 
to be surrogates for nothing. 

Keane said about 80 per cent of 
the potential surrogate mothers he 
had dealt with wanted to be paid. 
And, he said, he had prospective 
clients in Europe who were in- 
terested in surrogate mothers, as 
well as single clients, both male and 
female. 

One, Keane said, was a male Hol- 
lywood screenwriter who wanted to 
have a child but did not want to get 
married. 

Another was a female Mid-West 
college professor who did not want 
to t&e time on* her work and 
studies to go through a pregnancy. 

Where the woman does not have 
a husband or man in her life to 
father the child, she could go to a 
sperm bank for the semen to ar- 
tificially impregnate the surrogate 
mother “Surrogate parenting is 
here to stay," says Keane.

THE ADS can be seen in dozens of 
West German popular newspapers 
and magazines. 

“Beautiful Asian giri, cuddly, wil- 
ling and obedient, seeks German 
husband." Variations on the same 
theme promise that she is also ex- 
perienced **in exotic sex practices." 

Behind the adveriisements are 
more than 200 “placement ofTices" 
and '‘marriage brokerages" dealing 
in what Herta Daeubler-Gmelin, a 
Social Democrat member of parlia- 
ment, describes as *'modern slave 
trade." 

Prices for '*wives," mostly girts 
from the Phil^pines and Thailand, 
range from 52,000 to $ 6 , 000 , 
depending on the agency and the 
country of origin. 

One agency alone boasts that it 
has arranged more thfin 2,000 such' 
“marriages" during the past few 
years. Most of the *‘dream girls 
horn the mysterious East." usually 
selected from catalogues, end up 
working as prostitutes in brothels or 
massage parlours. The “husbands" 
collect their^i^nings.

ONE OF the more crass examples 
came to light recently in a two-hour 
live programme on the subject by 
Suedwestfunk, a regional radio 
and TV network. 

It involved the member of a 
North German bowling club who 
had ordered his wife catalogue 
from Manila. Other members of the 
club had pitched in to pay for the 
girl's air ticket as well as the 
broker’s 55,000 fee. 

In exchange, the prospective hus- 
band had contracted to “share" her 
with all other members of the club. 

Over and above that, he told 
Suedwestfunk interviewers, he still 
expected her to earn about 9,000 
marks ($4,000) a month for him. 

Two brokers interviewed on the 
programme, trying to justify their 
sales and promotion techniques, 
said candidly; “What difference 
does it make whether we advertise 
girls or detergents? The techniques 


are the same." 

“As long as they really get mar- 
ried, which is usually the case," said 
Daeubler-Gmelin, the chairwoman 
of the Bundestag's judiciary com- 
mittee, “there is little leeway in the 
law for doing much about this slave 
trade." 

IN SWTTZERLAND, meanwhile, 
authorities are expressing concern 
over another variant of the same 
practice. There, hundreds of Philip- 
pine and Thai girls are being Im- 
ported as performers and dancers to 
work in night clubs and go-go bars. 

Not only do they work for a pit- 
tance, plus room and board, but 
most are pressed, sooner or later, 
into prostitution. 

The authorities estimate that an 
average of 900 girls are brought 
over from the Far East each month. 
Switzerland serves as a kind ;of 
central clearing house for their 
ultimate “resale" to bar owners and 


brothel operators elsewhere in 
Western Europe, most notably West 
Germany. 

“Some 140 Asian girls are cur- 
rently working as go-go dancers in 
24 bars here," Willi Stierli, an in- 
spector for the Zurich city police, 
told reporters for Swiss public TV 
who, like their West German col- 
leagues, recently aired an expos 6 on 
the matter. 

‘They have residence and labour 
permits for eight months. When 
these expire, They are shipped to 
other countries, usually West Ger- 
many, where they can stay for three 
months without visas or working 
papers. Then they are transported 
back here for another eight-month 
stint. 

“They invariably end up in 
brothels. Most live in constant fear 
of their managers and pimps, and 
that, combined with language dif- 
ficulties. deters them from seeking 
help. 

There is little we can do, but it is 
the closest thing to slavery that I 
know of." 


Reagan brings boom to Armageddon cults 


CALIFORNIA cults are heading 
for the hills. Infectious new fears of 
nuclear war, economic collapse 
and/or imminent Armageddon, have 
set doomsday groups with tens of 
thousands of followers throughout 
the West stockpiling weapons and 
survival foods. 

Many have purchased big tracts 
of wilderness to create well- 
protected refuges for die coming 
Last Days. 

Besides these so-calied New Age 
groups, scores of small bands of 
Americans i^th no reli^ous affilia- 
tion. are also building secret 
strongholds, say police, and learn- 
ing how to kill at special “survival 
schools." They believe that a 
breakdown in the social order will 
lead to a battle for survival, pitting 
American against American, as mil- 
lions flee the cities.

in the hippie era to gun-toting mili- 
tants, such as the all-white Christian 
Patriots Defence League, which has 
stored food and guns at dozens of 
secret “wilderness outposts," to 
which 25,000 dues-paying members 
will retreat when apocalypse ar- 
rives. 

The common aim is to get as far 
as possible from black-dominated 
inner cities, missile silos and all 
military targets.

“It's like a return to medieval 
times," said Brian Jenkins, an 
authority on terrorism and revolu- 
tion at California's Rand think- 
tank. “The national perimeter no 
longer seems secure, so people are 
creating these inner perimeters to 
boost their sense of security." 

The groups range from non- 
violent meditation culls with roots 


The brotherhood, which mixes 
American Indian and Judeo- 
Christian beliefs, and acknow ledges 
possession of arms and ammunition 
caches, has bought a {»rcel of land 
for S7.4 million to build a new base 
for its se\'crai hundred members 
and their natural foods business. 

“When the crunch comes." said 
one member, “living next door to 
Reagan ain't gonna be healthy." 


Anti-cult group hits AJC for 
backing ‘Moonies’ in lawsuit

An anti-cult organization has 
taken the American Jewish 
Congress to task for filing a friend- 
of-the-court brief in favour of the 
“Moonies," who are involved in a. 
real estate tax case in New York 
State. 

The Miami-based group. 
Concerned Parents of Cult 
Children, asserted that whatever the 
liberal motives of the American 
Jewish Congress, the Unification 
Church of the Rev. Sun Myung 
Moon is “entrapping Jewish young 
men and women into their 
manipulative clutches." Rabbi 
Rubin Dobin, head of Concerned 
Parents, who is now visiting Israel 
told The Jerusalem Post that sup- 
port given by the American Jewish 
CcNigress can be misinterpreted as 
an endorsement cK the cult. 


The New York City tax commis- 
sion had determined that Moon's , 
church w'as not entitled to exemp- 
tion from real estate taxes on its 
substantial property, because its in- 
volvement in politics di^ualified it 
from the status of a religious institu- 


tion. 

But the American Jewish 
Congress, in its amicus curiae brief. 


stated that New York State cannot 
deny a religious institution tax ex- 
emption ‘‘simply because its 
theological beliefs extend to 
political and economic issues." 

AJC executive director Henr>- 
Siegman, in explaining his organiza- 
tion's action, smd he was not com- 
ing to the defence of the Unfication 
Church, “whose doctrines and prac- 
tices we find abhorrent." But the 
AJC stated that the court's deter- 
mination that a religious group 
whose beliefs extend to politic^ and 
economic issues is not entitled to 
tax exemption “poses adirect threat 
to all religions, including Jewish in- 
stitutions in their support for 
Israel." Siegman added that “it 
would be the height of irrespon- 
sibility if that finding went unchal- 
lenged." 

The AJC, it is noted, has also 
defended persons sued b>' Moon's 
church, and helped pressure him to 
cancel a major tnternational con- 
gress that the cult tried to organize 
in Israel. 

“We have filed this brief not 
because we believe the Urafication 
Churoh is entitled to tax exemption." 
Siegman said, “but because of a 
significant constitutional principle 
that is involved, and the danger 
posed...to fundamental Jewish in- 
terests." 


WHY THESE apocalyptic jitters 
now, with a hard-line drfence man 
in the White House and a Senate 
dominated by free-marketeers? 
Think-tank experts believe it is part- 
ly because of Reaganaut rocket- 
rattling and Reaganomics that fears 
are escalating. 

“Whenever headlines get scary, 
my business booms," said William 
Pier, king of California's multi- 
million dollar survival gear industry, 
"and this year they've been scary — 
the Reagan assassination attempt, 
the huge arms build-up on both 
sides, the Libyan clinhanger... 

“Many see Reaganomics as a 
last-ditch stand against inflation 
that isn't working. They're scared of 
an inflationary crisis like in 1923 
Germany, then multi-city rioting 
and looting that'll make Watts seem 
peanuts." 

Thanks to those fears, promoted 
in a swarm of books, magazines and 
newsletters that emphasize the com- 
bat aspect of the survivals! culture. 
Bill Pier's Surv'ival Inc. makes a $1 
million annual profit selling kerns 
from portable potties and freezer- 
dried foods to huge underground 
fuel tanks and gleaming white radia- 
tion suits. 

Among the culls searching for the 
safest place in America are: 

□ The Church Universal and 
Triumphant, for long based in the 
Him and beach colony of Malibu, 
now headed for Montana. C'mirch 
leader Elizabeth Clare Prophet, 41. 
known to followers as “guru ma." 
paid S7 million for a vast spread 
near Yellowstone National Park, 
w'here she plans a retreat “out of 
harm's way" which will be “vital to 
human survival." The church 
preaches a turbid mix of world 
religions, while peddling survival 
goodies and gold investments to its 
2S.000 adherents. 

□ The Way. a sect whose 
promotional pamphlets invite au- 
dents to bring “rifle, shotgun or 
handgun if desired" to Bible class. 
With 10,000 members from Califor- 
nia to the Middle West, it has es- 
tablished a survival school in New 
Mexico. 

□ The Healthy-Happy-Holy 
Organization, based in Los Angeles 
and led by Sikh teacher yogi Bha- 
jan, who claims 250,000 white- 
turbanned members worldwide. 
Self-defence and survival techni- 
ques are taught at its desert school. 
C The Legion of Zion Army, an 
outfit based in California's Sierra 
Nevada mountains organizing 
paramilitary training against “riot 
looting, insurrection and foreign at- 
tack." It has about 500 dues-paying 
members. 

U Zarapeth-Horeb, a hard-core 


“Armageddon" eult of 100-plus fol- 
lowers. Leader Jim Ellison, 44, runs 
an “Endtime Overcomer Survival 
Training School" where uniformed 
trainees carry guns and Bibles. 


A newcomer to the scene. Guru 
Bhagwan Shree Rajnees, recently 
won Oregon state permission to 
build his four square mile “City of 
God" on the sect's recently 
purchased 81,000-acre ranch. Some 
200 of his followers, expelled from 
Poona last September, are building 
a new community in the Mils. 


ON THE LAY FRONT, activity is 
also brisk. Police say about 4,000 
households in Oregon alone have 
gone “survivalist." Some simply 
stockpile arms and food. Others 
have fortified their homes with 
S20.000 underground bunkers and 
tunnels. 


One Oregon group, led by 
bearded woodsman Richard 
Johnson, 40, has backpacked 
“enough ammo for 10 years" to 
secret mountain hide-outs. In a 
national emergency they would 
monitor the “enemy" — refugee 
hordes or U.S. Army forces ^ on 
military surplus radios. 

“It's going to be a dog-eai-dog 
world." said Johnson, who notes 
that civil defence plans call for 
snail towns to take in te». of thou- 
sands from the cities in a crisis. 


Bill Pier says his “Survival Inc." 
doubled its business last year, and 
may do so again this year. Pier, a 
Mormon with his own 60-acre 
retreat and three-year food supply, 
estimates that between two and four 
million .Americans have been bitten 
by the survivalist bug. 

. “It's going to be one of the big- 
gst growth industries ot the 1980s."

INFLATION. -— Easing food and 
housing costs held the inflation rate 
in the U.S. to a moderate 6.2 per' 
cent annua] pace in November. 'The 
modest rise virtually guarantees that 
this year's inflaiion rate will be the 
lowest in three years. The 
November increase of 0.5 per cent 
in the Consumer Price Index was' 
the second slow advance in a row. 
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Mr. Begin explains 

THE REAL purpose of the Goian Law, It turns out, was to show the 
Americans that Israel mistrusts them. 

This, at any rate. Is the olTicial explanation now handed down by 
the Prime Minister's Onice. Its publication follows the disclosure, by 
Ha’aret: on Wednesday, that one of America's commitments to 
Israel in connection with the 1975 disengagement agreement in Sinai 
was to support this country’s claim to the Goian in any future peace 
negotiations with Syria. 

True, concedes Mr. Begin through his spokesman, there was such 
a pledge, presented by President Ford to Premier Rabin. But when 
Mr. Begin Hashed that secret document at a meeting with President 
Carter, the latter got furious and red in the face. This was presumably 
typical of America’s perfidy and backtracking on solemn obligations. 

Especially of late, so we are informed by sources in the Prime 
Minister's Office, the U.S. has proved to be a very unreliable ally of 
Israel, practically a broken reed, and it behooved Mr. Begin to in- 
dicate to Washington how much, or rather how little, faith Jerusalem 
had in its partner. 

So far, so clear. What is rather less obvious Is what Mr. Begin in- 
tended to achieve — where he meant to take Israel — with this 
demonstration of mistrust in America. 

Did he mean to renounce the alliance with the U.S. altogether, 
even in the manner of his scrapping the memorandum of understan- 
ding on strategic cooperation, and seek some other alliance, or go it 
wholiy alone? That did not seem veiy likely, and Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir has in fact been hinting that there might still be life in 
that memorandum. 

Or did Mr. Begin only mean to force the Americans to mend their 
ways by frightening them out of their wits? That was arguably both 
unnecessary and useless. Top officials in the Reagan administration 
are well aware that, at least until April 25, they must handle Israel — 
or in any case Mr. Begin — with care, or else the entire edifice of the 
peace with* Egypt might come crumbling down. 

But that awareness, even if heightened by the Golan action (and by . 
Mr. Begin's anti-American fulmination in reply to Washington’s 
reaction to it) does not augur any basic change in America’s attitude 
— or, in the premier’s terminology, trustworthiness: If anything, his 
analysis may now have become seif-confirming 

For one thing, the Ford commitment on the Golan, whatever its in- 
trinsically binding character, may now truly be extinct. Although its 
precise wording has not been divulged, which is a pity, it seems plain 
that it was not designed for a situation of Israeli annexation of the 
area prior to peace talks, even if the annexation were carried 
through in the name of the integrity of Eretz Yisrael. 

America's obligation, such as it is — and Israelis have long felt 
that, however invaluable, it is often inadequate — is to the State of 
Israel, not to Eretz Yisrael. When Mr. Begin formulates his govern- 
ment's policy, as he did again yesterday, in terms of preventing Eretz 
Yisraei's redivision, he automatically creates a wail of misunderstan- 
ding, and mistrust, with the U.S. 

Eretz Yisrael is the country, also known as Palestine, which the In- 
ternational community once decided must belong to two nations. 
That decision has not been altered. The only practical question is 
whether the division should be between two states. Israel and Jordan, 
or two peoples, Jews and Arabs — and where the line of partition 
should ran. 

The pursuit of Eretz Yisrael is a chimera. It would be more helpful 
if Mr. 'Begin were to recognize and admit to his vocabulary Mediwt 
Yisraei. 


Poland bleeds 


ECONOMIC sanctions are by nature an uncertain weapon, and 
they rarely produce spectacular results. It need not, therefore, be ex- 
pected that the sanctions announced by President Reagan against 
Poland, and his warnings of similar action against the Soviet Union, 
win induce General Jaruzelski and his Kremlin masters to restore 
their liberties to the Polish people. 

The chances would be greatly increased if other Western countries 
were to follow America's lead, but for the moment this is far from 
assured. What the measures announced by Mr. Reagan will im- 
mediately do is to alleviate some of the feeling of frustration and 
anger experienced by many in the West at seeing business go on as 
usual while the flame of freedom lit by Solidarity 18 months ago is 
being brutally extinguished. 

Nevertheless, the measures might have a sobering effect on both 
Warsaw and Moscow. This is because the economic situation in 
Polund'is disastrous, and because the capacity of the Eastern bloc to 
help Poland is \'ery limited. 

Of course, this is not the only reason that should encourage the 
Polish miliiaiT authorities, once they have broken all violent 
resistance, to ease their repression. Passive resistance is still 
widespread. Workers are idle behind their machines, even if they 
have the required raw material, which is not very often. Farmers are 
refusing to deliver their produce to the urban markets, partly in 
protest and partly because there is nothing for them to buy with the 
zlot\'s they receive in exchange. 

A sustained effort by the entire work-force would be required for 
economic recovery. This would be rather too difflcuit to secure in 
conditions of terror. At the same time the authorities cannot ignore 
the abiding appeal of Solidarity, despite the crackdown on its 
leadership. 

Nevertheless, a return to the situation before the military coup, 
when Solidarity was boldly challenging the hegemony of the Com- 
munist Parly itself, is not very likely, despite U.S. pressure. It is no 
mere coincidence that old-guard hardliners are gaining prominence 
in Warsaw again. Their return is heralded with the spread of anti- 
Semitic propaganda, designed to divert the attention of the masses 
from their true plight to the imaginary threat of "internationai 
Zionism.** 

With the Polish military acting as Moscow's proxy, the prospect 
for Polish liberty is pretty grim. Western pressure notwithstanding, in 
the best of circumstances the country might follow the example of 
Hungary after 1956. us a modestly tolerant totalitarian state. A worse 
model would be post-1968 Czechoslovakia, where the regime has 
remained rron-fisted ever since the “Prague Spring.** 

Another possibility, however, is total economic collapse followed 
by political chaos, leading to Soviet (in the guise of Warsaw Pact) oc- 
cupation. with ail the dramatic consequences that this would bode 
for the whole of Europe, and the world. The least that President 
Reagan has done is to place the Kremlin on notice that the situation 
in Poland is not an internal affair of the “socialist camp.” and that the 
consequences of its further deterioration could be very dramatic 
indeed.

TWO DAYS after the new Gdan 
Heights Law was enacted, the U.S. 
Congress wrapped up final passage 
of the worldwide -foreign ^ bill, 
which includes S2,2b. in economic 
and military grants and loans for 
Israel. 

During the months of Congres- 
sional consideration of the 
measure, the Senate and House of 
Representatives kept intact the full 
amount of the funds proposed for 
Israel by the administration. 
Despite budget cuts across the 
board, the Congress even improved 
the package, as far as Israel is con- 
cerned, compared to what the ad- 
ministration had originally 
proposed. 

Thus, all of the S785m. in 
economic assistance will be 
provided as outright grants, with no 
repayment necessary. In addition, 
the entire amount wiQ be allocated 
to Israel by the end of January, 
rather than in the customary four 
instalments spread out over the 
year. 

Finally, Cmigress decided that 
S50m. of the S9(X)m. in military 
loans will be “soft loans,” at 
i^uced interest rates. The remain- 
ing $8S0m. will be at near commer- 
cial rates, and another SSOOm. in the 
form of grants, as proposed by the 
administration. 

CONGRESSK^AL consideration 
of the aid package was virtually 
completed before the approval of 
the Goian Law. Thus there was no 
time to even consider a proposal by 
one furious congressman, 
Republican Pete McCloskey of 
California to cut aid to Israel as a 
punishment. U.S. 'officials, 
however, warned that Israel would 
be making a “grave error” if it 
^newed Tinal passage of the bill as 
approval of the Golan Law. 

Indeed, the Golan action — fol- 


lowed by Prime Miniaer Begin's 
angry outburst against the U.S. has 
caused widespread resentment on 
Capitol Hill. 

WHY THE resentment? Well, one 
reason is the clearly unpleasant but 
hard fact that Israel receives more 
American financial assistance than 
any other countxy in the worid 

Since 1SI48, the U.S. has provided 
Israel with nearly S20b. in various 
forms of economic and mOitary 
grants and loans. (Tliis does not in- 
clude financial assistance by private 
citizens through the United Jewish 
Appeal or Israel Bonds.) With the 
sole exception of South Vietnam, 
Israel has received more U.S. finan- 
cial aid than any other country- in 
the world, including ail the Western 
European recipients of Maishail 
Plan aid after World War II. 

Since the Yom Kippur War, 
Israel has been receiving some S2m. 
annually. This at a time of severe 
domestic budget cutting in 
America, intensified since the 
Reagan administration took office 
last January. While Washington is 
cutting back on school lunch 
programmes, social security pay- 
ments and ail sorts of other welfare 
subsidies, and while some nine mil- 
lion Americans are unemployed, 
the executive and legislative 
branches of the U.S. government ' 
continue to support — and even 
enlarge — massive aid packages for 
Israel. 

DOES SUCH a friend need to be 
reminded about the Spanish Inquisi- 
tion or Vietnam body-counts or, 
Auschwtz? Does the United States 
need to be dressed down by an 
Israeli prime minister in such out- 
rageous terms? That's why there 
was such an anguished reaction to 
Begin's verbal assault against 
Washington. 

“This is a case of over-reaction by 


Mr. ffegin,” said Democratic 
Senator Henry Jackson of 
Washington State, one of Israel's 
most devoted -friends on 'Capitol 
Hill. “It’s resettable that he makes- 
these kinds of moves. I^el has 
been hurt by the unilateral act of 
annexation. A lot of Jewish leaders 
are very unhappy with its action on 
the Golan Heights.” 

BEGIN, obviously, would be in a 
much stronger and completely dif- 
ferent moral position to attack the 
U.S. if Israel were not so financially 
dependent on Washington. But the 
facts are otherwise. 

This was underscored in lead 
editorials in The Washington Post. 
and The Nevf 7»k Times this' past 
week. B^n and his cabinet col- 
leagues clearly do not want to be 
reminded of the harsh fact that a 
sizable chunk di Israel’s annual 
budget comes from the U.S. Even a 
modest reduction in American aid 
would cause serious social disloca- 
tions in Israel — higher taxes, more 
unemployment, heightened tensions 
between the haves and the' have 
nots, and increased emigration. 

“Are we.a vassal of yourl?” Begin 
asked in his statement delivered to 
Ambassador Samuel Levris, . and 
later ofnclally released to the news 
media. The New York Times h^-this 
reply. 

“*The answer is no, but Isriul de- 
pends upon more American aid and 
weapons than are available to any 
other nation. This support sustains 
not only a vital militaiy superiority 
but also a standard of liviitg that em- 
boldens a talented people to strug- 
gle on against great odds. 
Moreover, IsfUel depends on 
American power, which has' not 
only prevented its isolation but 
gradually induced some of its- 
enemies to consider peace.'-

THE HOME-MAKER 


To the Editor d The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — The 'Ministry of Labour 
and Social Affairs has announced a 
plan to boost the proportion of 
women in the labour force from 35 
to 45 per cent during the next- 10 
years, with the apparent implication 
that work at home does not con- 
stitute labour. 

With regard to the effort to 
employ married women with 
families, I wonder whether the 
prqgresave removal- di home-makeis 
from the home does not contribute 
to many of society's ills. Why is 
work in an institution, office, bank 
or factory considered more impor- 
tant to society than work and 
presence in the home? 

From the labour-saving point of 
view, did anyone in the ministry 
ever calculate how many persons of 
the female sex must be employed in 
government-financed institutions 
such as creches, day-care centres, 
schools and cafeterias in order to 
free mothers to work outside the 
home? 

Of perhaps greater importance, 
will not the child or youth who 
comes home daily, from school to 
the welcome and comfort of his 
mother be less likely to become a 
delinquent, to have emotional 
problems or do badly in his studies 
than the one who returns to an 
empty house and must find consola- 


tion with equally abandoned class- 
mates? 

Would it not be more beneficial 
for the government to offer grants 
to mothers who remain at home, 
and spend less on institutions which 
try to replace her individual care? 

It is the very low value set upon a 
woman’s work at home that is partly 
responsible for her exodus from it. 
The situation might be different if 
she were made to feel that, qn the 
contrary, by contributing to the har- 
mony. health and happiness of her 
family, she is a most valuable 
member of society.
